Representatives from Columbia Memorial Hospital, 
Clatsop Community College, the City of Astoria and 
Astoria Public Schools met to investigate program- 
ming options that would meet the economic, social 
and sustainable needs of the school district, the hos- 
pital and the college. 


The City engaged Moore Iacofano Goltsman (MIG), 
Inc., a nationally recognized planning and design firm 
with offices in Portland, to facilitate this process by 
exploring options for future college and hospital 
campuses on and around John Warren Field. Brian 
Douglas Scott, MIG’s Project Manager, praised all of 
the participants for their cooperative approach to the 
exercise. “Everyone was focused on how to best 
serve the citizens of Clatsop County by finding a so- 
lution that serves each institution’s needs efficiently, 
as well as seeking opportunities for shared facilities 
and joint programs,” he said. 


“Columbia Memorial Hospital strongly supports this 
effort to cooperatively identify the best options for 
developing John Warren Field,” says Terry Finklein,

A young woman went to her mother and told her about her life and how things were so 
hard for her. She did not know how she was going to make it and wanted to give up.

After pulling off 
the shell, she observed the hard boiled egg. Finally her mother asked her to sip the coffee. The 
daughter smiled as she tasted its rich aroma. The daughter then asked “What does it mean?” 


Her mother explained that each of these objects had faced the same adversity—boiling water—but 
each reacted differently. The carrot went in strong, hard and unrelenting. However, after being sub- 
jected to the boiling water, it softened and became weak. The egg had been fragile. Its thin outer 
shell had protected its liquid interior. But after sitting through the boiling water, its inside became 
hardened. The ground coffee beans were unique, however. After they were in the boiling water,

Does my shell look the same, but on the inside am I 
bitter and tough with a stiff spirit and hardened heart? Or am I like the coffee bean? The bean actu- 
ally changes the hot water, the very circumstance that brings the pain. When the water gets hot, it 

releases the fragrance and flavor.
